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Elderly Elba man dies in 
Friday afternoon blaze 


A 70-year-old Elba man died 
from smoke inhalation Friday after- 
noon, January 6, when a fire swept 
through his brick home located on 
Taylor Mill Road. 

Robert Timothy Gray, age 70, 
was trapped in his home Friday by 


a fire that was believed to have 
started in the den area of the resi- 
dence. Firefighters were informed 
by neighbors that the man was in 
the burning home and his body was 
discovered in a back bedroom after 
firemen broke through a window 


and searched the smoke-filled home. 

Witnesses at the scene reported 
hearing the elderly man screamin 
for Help as the fire spread, but all 
efforts to save the man were pre- 
vented by the blaze. 


County Commission approves design and financing 


plan for new $1 million health office in Enterprise 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
January 9, at the courthouse in Elba 
and gave its approval to preliminary 
plans for the new county health de- 
partment to be constructed in Enter- 
prise, as well as choosing a finan- 
cial institutional to handle the sale 
of bonds to cover the $1 million 
cost of construction, 

Don Bowden, the architect for 
the project, told the commissioners 
that the current design for the build- 
ing would cost an estimated $56 per 
square foot and would include 
16,000 square feet of heated space. 

Bowden reported that he had met 
with health department officials and 
the design unveiled at the meeting 
was the result of a cutback in wast- 
ed space and the elimination of 
some planned office space. 

The new building will include a 
centralized lobby and waiting area, 
with two wings to house nurses and 
other administrative officials. 

A representative of a Montgom- 
ery financial and investment compa- 
ny was also present at the meeting 
and told the commission that it 
would cost the county approximate- 
ly $97,000 per year for 20 years to 
finance $1 million in bonds. 

Comm. Billy Eagerton stated 
that he believed the county's por- 
tion of the 1¢ sales tax would 
amount to only $80-85,000 annual- 
ly, but then re-figuted the monthly 
checks already received and agreed 
that the tax would generate enough 
to make the annual payment of 
$97,000. 

The commission discussed the 
building and then voted unani- 
mously to approve the plans de- 
signed by the architect and to em- 
ploy the firm of Thornton, Farris 


_— a. 
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and Gaunt to handle the sale of the 
bonds. 

Comm. Robert Stephens told 
the commission that he would like 
to see an additional $300-400,000 
added to the amount of the bonds to 
be sold and to use the extra money 
for renovations at the jail, with the 
funds used to make the payments 
coming from the share of the sales 
tax earmarked for the jail. 

The commission agreed that the 
share of the tax could be used to 
make the payments on a bond, but 
took no action at the meeting. 

In other action at Monday' S 
meeting, the commission: 

***approved the low from Heath 
Oil on gasoline and diesel fuel for 
the county; 

***was told no bids were re- 
ceived for the sale and removal of 
the Eleanor Lee home; 

***rejected all bids on two cars 
for the Sheriff's Dept. and agreed to 
rebid; 

***was introduced to Jack Han- 
son, the employee of the month in 
the highway department; 

***told county engineer Mark 
Pool to inform the S.A. Graham 
Construction Company that it was 
to either repair damages it had made 
to County Road 71 or to pay the 
county and the highway department 
would do the repairs; 

***reccived fuel consumption re- 
ports; 

***told county engineer Mark 
Pool not to survey the Palmer Road 
where it meets the Geneva County 
line because the county 1vas not in- 
volved in a lawsuit involving the 
exact location of the county line; 

***was instructed to conduct a 
survey at each voting place in the 
county to determine whether or not

Appointments and reappoint- 
ments to the Zoning Board include 
William Scarborough, Lamar Wil- 
son, Robbie Curran, William Pat- 
ton,Everette Kelley, Doris Taylor, 
City Clerk Pat Boothe and Mayor 
Fred Moore. There is still one ap-

Appointments and reappoint- 
ments to the Board of Adjustments 
are Frances Brunson, Wilson 
Dyess, Myrna Rhoades, Mac 
Moore, Ann Tucker, Rev. W. T.

All the appointments were for 
Staggered terms as required in Ala- 
bama law. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey in- 
troduced the council members to re- 
turning police officer Donnie Bryd. 
He had previously worked with 
Elba and had been gone for about 
eighteen months, The council voted 
to rehire Byrd on a permanment ba- 
sis after being assured he had com- 
pleted all the necessary schooling to 
be a qualified patrolman. 

Hanchey also reported on the ac- 
tivity of his department during the 
past two weeks. This included an- 
swering 113 complaints, investigat- 


ing four traffic accidents and issuing 
44 traffic citations, including four 
DUI tickets. 

Patrolman Johnny Senn is pres- 
ently attending the police academy 
in Montgomery and Officer Randy 
White is in Selma in Intoxilizer 
school. Hanchey explained this will 
give Elba three officers qualified to 
adminster this drunk driving test. 

Bills totaling $8,423.35 were 
presented to the council and ap- 
proved for payment. They included 
$1873.38 to replace a heating and 
cooking unit at the Reserve Center 
and $1338.90 for sewer solvent. 

Council member Eddie Vaughan 
reported to the council that the 
clean-up committee was making 
progress and had plans for cleaning 
up additional city property and was 
working with the Chamber of 
Commerce in planning a city-wide 
clean-up in the early spring of this 
year. 

The final order of business was a 
report by Mayor Moore that he and 
the city clerk had met last Friday 
with James Chummey concerning 
the power dam. He noted that 
Chummey expected to have the 
proper federal permits in place and 
the financing approved in March or 
April of this year. He said Chum- 
mey promised to personally pay 
any outstanding debts of the project 
if he and his parterners were unable 
to get the proper government per- 
mits and complete the project.

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CORN TOPS, FODDER AND PEA VINE HAY 


I had a feeling it was 4n omen of 
hard times for the farmers: last 
spring my neighbor paid good mon- 
cy for johnson grass and sowed it in 
his field, I also had the feeling my 
daddy was turning over in his grave, 
remembering his life--and mine-- 
devoted to killing the pesty stuff, I 
figured Daddy was pretty upset, 
also, Over seeing so much fodder, 
corm tops, and pea vine hay going 
to waste in recent years. "Waste 
not, want not", he always said, 
making sure we brought ours in. 

Now for you young farmers 
whose only notion of foliage for 
your animals is giant hay rolls clad 
in plastic ponchos, the following is 
a primer on fodder, corn tops and 
pea vine hay, or, "how to feed your 
stock during hard times", 

Fodder is the dried blades of corn 
that farmers traditionally fed their 
mules and cows during the cold 
winter months. It came not on 
trains nor planes during hay-lifts, 
but it came from corn stalks in 
fields where the adults and their 
children pulled it during the sizzling 
summers, after the corn cars were 
matured and the plants became 
brown streaks on a little green. To 
pull fodder you began at the top of 
the stalk and worked downward to 
the bottom, using both hands, you 
snatched all the blades from one 
plant. Then you moved to the next 
plant, on your right, and stripped it 
clean also, Wheff both hands were 
filled with the dying leaves, they 
were compressed into one hand 
while you grabbed yet another blade 
for ‘handling’ the package, or tying 
it together with a unique sort of 
twist-n-tie that required the use of 
one's thumb. This packet, called a 
‘hand’ was then thrust behind an ear 
of corn or pulled down over the 
broken-off plant top. The fodder- 
puller then moved on: pulling, 
‘handling’, hanging, pulling, ‘han- 
dling’ hanging...all day long. "And 
never worrying about the blades 
cuttin’ your hands ‘cause they was 
tough enough to strike a match 
on", my good octogenarian friend, 
Mr. Ed Fields, refreshed my memo- 
ry recently. 

Listening to him, those now fal- 
tering at the farming trade would 
start feeling real good, and go away 
with some pointers, too. 

"Many a time I remember pull-

ing fodder all day long for fifty 
cents", he said, "Big land owners'd 
hire a bunch to come in and we'd 
have a time racing to see who could 
pull the most fodder. Two, three 
days later, depending on the weath- 
er, we'd come back and get the dried 
fodder in, We'd grab up three of the 
dried ‘hands’ of fodder, snatch out 
one blade and tie the three together 
to make one ‘bundle’. You'd go 
around them, twist it and make a 
loop, like looping under a belt; you 
could sure bet on it ‘a holding. And 
then we'd tote the bundles to the 
end of the rows. The wagons'd 
come along and pick them up, take 
‘em to the barns and stack them in 
the lofts. You had to be careful not 
to put it in too quick, ‘fore it dried, 
or it'd go through a heat and then it 
wouldn't be good for the mules after 
it molded, I can remember hard 
times when folks'd borrow fodder 
from one another--borrow whatever 
er neighbor could let you have, to 

st you through the winter, and on 
through the spring, too.” 

"Then when the pasture was 
gone, we'd feed the fodder to the 
mules, They got two bundles of 
fodder at night, along with their 15 
cars of com--but no fodder--at din- 
nertime; if they weren't working, 
we just turned them out to graze. If 
the pasture was dead, that was their 
problem." 

Now although Mr. Ed said, 
"Fodder wadn't no count, really 
nothing to it; top’s gol some 
strength in it--I'd rather have the 
tops two-to-one"--now although 
this old farmer was kinda negative 
about fodder, Daddy never felt that 
way. When my brother Bill and I 
questioned the good of us slaving in 
that hot corn patch, stinging liked 
the nettle rash from those fuzzy 
corn blades, Daddy always said, 
"Having fodder'll sure beat cating 
snow." 

Pulling fodder is something the 
entire family can do: way back then 
my grandpapa pulled past 80 and 
my Uncle Ferman remembers help- 
ing a neighbor by pulling fodder 
when he was tall enough to only 
reach the bottom two, three blades. 
He pulled, then passed to a taller 
boy who snatched the high ones and 
tied them together. 

My Uncle Claude thinks break- 
ing the tops our of his corn stalks,

about the time the roast'n ears were 
finished, helped the corn to grow 
bigger, cure better, He said that 
sometimes he'd break his tops and 
shock them up out in the field. Mr. 
Ed said he and his family were 
"really up-town when it came to 
‘preaking the tops’. His dad had 
some old homemade knives which 
were kept sharpened to use for clip- 
ping the corn tops (and stripping 
cane). He said they cut the tops just 
above the roast’n ears and treated it 
much the same way they did fodder: 
bundled it, let it dry, and then stored 
it in the loft. 

"Pea vine hay was lots more ad- 
vanced than fodder", according to 
Mr. Ed. He refers, however, to later 
years when "old speckled peas were 
broadcast in the fields. After you'd 
eat all you'd wanted and they'd got 
almost dried you came along and 
cut them with a mower. They dried 
a day, then you raked them in wind 
rows, dragged the rows to the baler 
and baled them in the little bales." 
And THAT was more advanced than 
fodder. But if any of you hard-hit 
farmers have to revert back to feed- 
ing pea vines like my Uncle Fer- 
man, now in his 80s also, remem- 
bers doing--then he has a word or 
warning for you about this not-so- 
advanced, risky business. 

"Once we ‘uz cutting the pea 
vines from the field, with hoes, to 
dry for the stock..and Aunt Harrict 
just pulled up a big pile and 
throwed 'em over the fence into th’ 
lot. The next morning Ma's cow 
was laying there dead. All that 
nit'gen in them little knots on the 
roots killed ‘er. Was the same thang 
that happened once when we tore 
down an old house out in the pas- 
ture. Our cow got in there where 
we'd stored some busted sacks of 
nit'rit sodie and et a bait..she jest 
came wobblin' home. I yelled fer 
Gertrude to mix eggs and coffee to 
dranch her with and ran across the 
holler to get Willie and Tillman to 
help..and when I got back she was 
already dead. That nit'gen did it, jest 
like on the pea vine roots. You got- 
ta be careful with them pea vines". 

Gussie's got still another sug- 
gestion for stock owners on how to 
make it through the winter. Last 
week I came upon him watching 
his wife Ida shovel cotton seeds 
into the crib for feeding the cows 
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during the coming cold. "They love 
‘em,” he said, "feed's got so high 
we just started back feeding the 
seeds to the cows, They're only 
$80.00 a ton, a sight cheaper than 
anything else. Another good thing 
to feed 'em is to mix a lot of cot- 
ton seed hulls with just a handful of 
the cotton seed meal. It's real good 
for em" 

Like I said, times are hard again. 
If you young farmers 're gonna’ 
make it you may have to switch 
back to pea vine hay, corn tops, and 
borrowing fodder. I felt like it was 
coming when I say my neighbor, 
Mr. Andrew, had sowed his field in E 
johnson grass. } Saat 9

New’ What is a religious cult? 
P ' Dee

Because there is so much variation among the hundreds of cults in the 
United States today, it is often hard to define exactly what a cult is. There 
are, however, some common characteristics which will be seen to a greater 
or lesser degree in each cult. A simple definition of a cult is that it is a 
group of people gathered about a specific person, or person's interpretation 
of the scriptures. The foremost test of whether a group is cultic or not, can 
be found in ifs attitude to the Bible and Jesus Christ. Virtually all of the 
cults supplement, and by virtue of this actually supplant the scriptures with 
the teachers of uninspired men and women, By following the writings of Jo- 
seph Smith, Sun Myung Moon, and others, the cult members are directed 
away from the Bible. Although most of the cults acknowledge Jesus Christ 
as a great man, or a great teacher, they do not acknowledge him as the Mes- 
siah, the “one way" to God, For example, Jim Jones of the Jonestown trage- 
dy claimed to be Jesus Christ and God, Sun Myung Moon claims to be the 
Messiah who has been sent to fulfill the mission on which Jesus Christ 
failed, while other cults say that Jesus was just a man, not the divine Son of 
God, The cults are led by charismatic leaders who, by the force of their per- 
sonalities, are able to control their followers and supplant the Bible and Je- 
sus Christ as authority in religion. Thus a group which claims other inspi- 
ration beyond the Bible, or de-thrones Jesus Christ, shows the two prime 
traits of a cult. 

Another characteristic of cults is mind control of their converts, by taking 
away their free will or, as it is often called, brainwashing their converts. 
This mind control is often enhanced by rigorously scheduling every waking 
moment of the cult member's time. The cult member is convinced that the 
regimented life the cult leader calls for is a sign of his devotion. To help 
control the cult member, it is necessary for the cult to isolate the cult mem- 
ber from the real outside world, and to cut him off from his family, lest the 
cult member be drawn away from the cult. This allows the paranoia and 
peer-pressure of the group to work on the recruit, and control him for the 
purposes of the cult. Going along with this idea of isolating the cult mem- 
ber, all family members and other outsiders are considered to be agents of 
Satan, ignorant, and to be mistrusted. Because of this attitude, it is consid- 
ered proper for the cultist to lie or use any kind of deception necessary to ac- 
complish the purposes of the cult. 

Jesus Christ is "the way, the truth, and the life." Be sure that no man 
leads you away from Him and His will! Know what the scriptures teach 
about the New Testament church.

She ic 30 years old 
and is serving a 12-year sentence for 
drug trafficking and a 5-year sentence for 
possession of cocaine, 

After her release she will also have 
to pay a $6400 fine. Kathy is currently 
serving her prison sentence in the only 
women's prison in Alabama, Julia Tut- 
wiler Prison, in Wetumpka. 

The other prisoner, Nobbie, is the 
son of a minister. Nobbie is a prisoner 
at the aide Sih Work Release. He 
is serving two 35-year sentences for 
first degree armed robbery. He and his 
“partner” robbed grocery stores to sup- 
port their cocaine habit. 

Through sharing the experiences of 
their lives, the prisoners tried to show 
the students the importance of staying 
away from drugs and alcohol and people 
who use them, 

The students were told that since Al- 
abama has no accessory law concerning 
drugs they could be put in jail simply 
for riding in a car that had drugs hidden 
in it. 

The students were also told that they 
are not too young to be put in prison. 
The youngest boy in a major prison in 
Alabama is only 14 years old; the 
youngest girl is 15.

He said they 
were using the vehicle on a rental 
basis until bids could be obtained 
and a purchase made. It is satisfac- 
tory, Moore stated. He said the 
$500 weekly rental would be ap- 
plied to the purchase of the vehicle 
if it was the one selected from the 
bids received. 

The board also approved solicit- 
ing bids for utility poles needed 
soon. Moore said a special meeting 
would probably be called to open 
these bids and approve their pur- 
chase. 

Bills totaling $3482.96 were ap- 
proved for payment. This is the 
lowest monthly total since at least 


1974, according to Jack Prescott 
who has served as a board member, 
councilman and city clerk during 
this time. 

Moore and City Clerk Pat 
Boothe were both highly compli- 
mentary of the women who handle 
the utility bill payments. They not- 
ed the accounts had balanced to the 
exact penny for the last three 
months. 

A review of the accounts recciva- 
ble shows there were 57 accounts 
late or already pulled. The monies 
on these utility bills ranged from 
$3.90 to $204.89 and totaled 
$4987.92, 

Four bad checks are on file total- 
ing $291.16 with two of them 
turned over to the courts for collec- 
lion, 

The income statements for the 
utility showed the electric depart- 
ment sold electricity totaling 
$200,499.97. Sales for the year 
(since October 1) are up some 
$16,000 dollars with profits up 
$12,000. 

The utility purchased in the peri- 
od of April through December 
33,495,22 kilowatts of electricity 
and billed over 92% of this total. 
Experts readily accept anything un- 
der a ten percenit loss. 

The water system sales totaled 
$15,355.09 and this is up $2,000 
from the previous year. Profit for 
the year showed a 100% increase to 
$8,000. For the past eight months 
the utility pumped 189,473 gallons 
of water and billed 81% of this, a 
marked improvement over the past 
two years when only 50% was be- 
ing billed. 

The rural water continues to op- 
erate at a loss and board members 
were told this would continue until 
the loan for the extension was paid 
off. Last month the loss was 
$1,008.21. 

The sewer system continues to 
cost the utility board also. The 
pumping stations are maintained by 
the utility for the city and that cost 
for the fiscal year is $26,590.91, up 
almost 100% from the previous 
comparable period. Members were 
reminded that replacement and over- 
haul of several pumps caused this 
increased cost. 


mission run a survey to determine 
the exact location of the county line 
along the road on which Del! Ellis 
lives. 

Ellis has filed a suit against the 
county Board of Registrars chal- 
lenging the removal of his name 
from the official voters' list in Cof- 
fee County and according to Rowe, 
when the location of the count 
line is determined, it will make it 
clear whether or not Ellis lives in 
Coffee County or Geneva County. 

The commission was split on 
the request, but voted 4-3 (Eager- 
ton, Stephens and Averett voting 
no) to pay the cost of the survey. 

Rowe told the commission that 
it is not known whether or not it 
was insured at the time an inmate 
contends he was. beaten at the coun- 
ty jail. 

A former inmate placed in the 
jail by Elba police recently filed a 
$1 million suit against the county 
and City of Elba alleging he was 
beaten while being housed in the 
jail. 

The beating allegedly took place 
in December, 1986, and Rowe ex- 
plained that it isn't sure just when 
the county's insurance expired. 

"As long as the county contin- 
ucs to take misdemeanor prisoners 
from the cities and place them in 
the county jail the commission is 
leaving itself wide open to such 
lawsuits," declared Rowe. "The cit- 
ies need to take care of their own 
prisoners and the county needs to 
stop housing prisoners from the cit- 
ius.” 

Comm. Sid Averett stated "To- 
day is as good a time as any to in- 
form the City of Elba to take im- 
mediate steps toward the 
construction of a jail in which to 
house its prisoners, We need to 
ive the city time to do something 
and then stop allowing them to 
place their prisoners in the county 
jail." 

Comm. Robert Stephetis report- 
ed the county had a fund earmarked 
for jail renovation and that the fund 


an estimated constiuction cost of 
$400,000, 

"We could build a new jail for 
the county using county forces un- 
der the guidance of the maintenance 
engineer and stay within our bud- 
get," said Stephens, "and could then 
sell the existing jail to the city." 

The commission agreed to study 
the needs concerning the jail and ad- 
dress the issue at next week's regu- 
lar meeting. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, Rowe asked the commis- 
sion for permission to attempt an 
out of court setuement with former 
county deputy sheriff Dennis 
Hobbs. 

Rowe stated that Hobbs had filed 
a $25,000 lawsuit seeking back pay 
for overtime worked while serving 
as deputy and that a possible settle- 
ment could be reached. 

The commission told Rowe to 
meet with Hobbs and then report 
back on any possible settlement.

School Board urges completion 
of revised student handbook

Helms told the board that the com- 
position of the committee included 
herself, Rick Rainer and Frances 
Prior and in studying the needs for a 
new handbook had examined the 
book now given to the students, as 
well as handbooks from other 
schools. 

Mrs. Helms reported the com- 
mittee's basic recommendations 
were enforce all school policies af- 
ter the completion of the handbook, 
distribute the handbook to all stu- 
dents as soon as it is completed and 
to encourage the administrative staff 
to adhere to the policies and to fol- 
low the chain of command in mat- 
ters concerning policies.”
